mention *‘Tony Al-mo’*. So the convicted sex offender serving a 175- 
year sentence in federal prison is back on SW tnx to Radio Africa, 
which was the last station he was heard on before its latest 8-month 
hiatus. Before that he was a welcome client on WWCR, banned only after 
his final conviction. 


This site http://www.tonyalamonews.com/ is still being updated in the 


aftermath, but has little if anything to say about his continuing to 
broadcast (no doubt now from ancient recordings). 


May I suggest that people restrain themselves from sending reception 
reports to R. Africa. Not that we owe Tony Alamo anything, but judging 
from previous months of silence, interspersed with days of activity, 
QSL requests could be exhibited as ‘‘proof’* to gullible clients that 
they are really on the air and with an audience (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1690, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Daytime non-dir antenna 244 m height, 
nighttime directional pattern via 4 x 137 m tall masts in the 60ties 
and seventies til 31 Dec 1982. Later only via 2 x 137 m tall masts at 
night. Always screened towards Portugal, Lithuania/USSR, Iceland and 
Syria. Ground copper tape network had a length of 75 kilometers under 
4 MW masts. Here is a descriptive writing of an article of 1998, 
translated from German into English. 


7265 666 SWR Bodenseesender Rohrdorf. 
About the powerful "Bodenseesender" installations of Suedwestfunk 


(from Aug 30, 1998 merged to SWR - Suedwestrundfunk) at Rohrdorf near 
Messkirch, in southern Germany, near Lake of Constanze and the Swiss 


and Austrian border. 


In Oct 1964, the stn started with a SWF selfmade single 150 kW MW tx 
on 665 kHz. This site replaced four txs of SWF synchronized network in 
southern Baden Wuerttemberg at Bad Duerrheim, Ravensburg, Reutlingen, 
and Sigmaringen. 


Both sites, Bad Duerrheim and Ravensburg were handed over to the then 
Deutsche Bundespost [now Deutsche Telekom] for carrying the 
Deutschlandfunk (DLF). Bad Duerrheim was in use until 1978, while 
Ravensburg is still operational on 756 (synchronized with Braunschweig 
Koenigslutter) . 


The "selfmade" tx of 1964 was replaced by an industrial model of 
Telefunken with a power of 300 kW in 1967, but the old tx was in duty 
as passive reserve unit till March 1989. Rohrdorf main power 
connection can be cut off, to be autonomous from the main circuit 
using Diesel generator of 1.2 MVA power. 


In 1964 the MW installation started using a four mast array of 137 ms 
height each. Relative radiating screened towards co-users on 665 kHz 
Damascus-Syria 110 degr, Lissabon-Portugal 240 degr, Eidar-Iceland 332 
degr, Sitkunai-Lithuania 050 degr. Distances between the masts were 
225 metres in east-west direction, and 338 ms in south-north 
direction. The four mast array was in use til 31 Dec 1982. 


The current MW installation at Rohrdorf consists of two separate 300 
kW Telefunken puls-duration modulated txs (one as passive reserve 
back-up), a 240 metres tall non-directional mast and a directional 
array of two 137 metres tall masts. Rohrdorf carrys the SWF 1 progr on 
666, during daytime with 220 kW nondir operation, about 200 kms around 
the tx tstn, at night with 350 kW directional pattern (screening 
towards Vilnius Lithuania 043-052 degr, and Trikala Greece 120-140 
degr). The switch needs only 3.5 seconds and occurs just before 8 AM 
and 18 PM local time (0657 and 1657 UTC respectively, during DST one 
hour earlier). 


SW operations from Rohrdorf: In 1964, the 1.5 kW SW tx from Bad 
Duerrheim was removed to Rohrdorf. SW sce started on Dec 17, 1964. In 
1972 the SW tx unit was replaced by a 20 kW PDM [pulse duration mode] 
unit [2x10 kW connected by a \\ switch bridge], delivered from Siemens 
Vienna [but Made by RIZ - Radio Industry Zagreb, in then YUG, similar 
SW units were erected in Deanovec-Croatia-HRV, AFG, AGL, BEN, BIN, 
BOT, BFA, ZAI, ETH, IRN, IRQ, LBR, LUX [15350?], MOZ, NGR, SDN, TZA, 
TGO, acc to Ludo Maes' list] for it's SW sce, which was until now 
extensively modified by the SWF staff. Comment: "the tx is very 
‘obstinate’ to handle the measurements". 


Snow this TX unit is landed on Malagasy Radio in Madagascar and heard 
on varying frequency 5010 up to 5014 kHz lateley in 2013, wb.? 


In Oct 1997, SWF took away 50 kW SW tx from the closed Radio Bremen 
site Horn-Lehe. The tx was built up by Siemens Vienna Austria on 1984. 
After thorough overhauling work, this unit is operational on 7265 with 
indeed lowered power of 20 [not 50] kW since Christmas 1997. 


No alignment documentation and measurement diagrams were available so 
far from former owner R Bremen technical dept, all referring 
technicians are retired now. So the SWF Rohrdorf keen staff, together 
with Siemens Vienna technicians, started an action to redesign / 
redevelop the tx documentation before the unit came on air again, 

now at Rohrdorf. 


Tx unit performance together with the new quadrant corner reflector 
communications antenna [full wave dipoles of horizontal configuration, 
bend at 90 degrees] is much better than the former Rhode & Schwarz 
broad band vertical cage antenna, which was in use from 1964-1984, is 
still to be seen as an industrial museum exhibit on the access road. 
Acquisition and transportation cost will pay for itself within two 
years, as the new tx has a lower energy consumption. A single 10 kW 
unit of the old Siemens twins txs functions now as back-up unit. 


Main target audience of SWF's SW service are holidaymakers on the 
Mediterranean region and the Iberian peninsula and coastal areas. In 
some seasons even a special "SWF-3-Urlaubsradio" SW version of the SWF 
3 progr was produced, but ceased later due of financial reason. Since 
1996 SWF Rohrdorf 7265 suffers by co-channel Belaruskaje R 2nd progr 
from Hrodna, mainly in Eastern EUR and the European part of RUS, 
mostly during daylight hours. 


At SWF Rohrdorf 13 staff members [3 engineers and 10 technicians] 
serving the powerful SW & MW Rohrdorf facilities itself, as well as 
operation and supervising transaction, sce and repairing on surrounded 
unmanned FM and TV txion facilities between Raichberg in the North, 
Villingen & Witthoh in the West, and Waldburg & Gruenten mountain 1800 
ms ASL [SWF only] in the East. 


On the Raichberg and Witthoh facilities also Deutsche Telekom FM txs 
for DLF and private commercial stns are erected, but the sce and 
operation action is handled by SWF staff also. The radio sce area is 
8800 square kms wide. The Rohrdorf tx stn is located at 09E07 48NO01, 
on 630 ms ASL [about sea level].

This station has been heard at least 10 year ago when I was in 
vacations in an island together with 1287 NW As most Greek stations 
rarely identify themselves they were both in my unIDed station list 
--- until summer 11! 


Two years ago in our country house in Chalkidiki I was listening to 


them with Degen radio coupled to Tescun antenna loop and spent more 
than 3 hours in finally finding their ID and their contact info (and 
by chance for 1287 but it is not our subject). 


Some discussion of the DJ in charge revealed that there are 7 DJs. 
Each DJ has his own studio. Most of these DJs are aged around 60s 
These studios are located in diverse points in Athens, radio linked 
(multiplexed) in to the main transmitter on 846 kHz of reduced power 
of 1 kW (on a transmitter of 3 kW). Each one airs his program once a 
week and on Sunday all have their time slot with a 2 hours! They play 
24 hours per day. 


In contrast to the other free radio stations in Greece they play a 
radically different music content. From the little I was able to 
listen, their music is of the era of 40-70s, with mostly western, 
jazz, French, soul and the likes as well as Greeks (once a week) of 
the 30-50 era (mostly operas and operettas). Each DJ has his own time 
zone program. Therefore each studio is étime multiplexedi. 


Frequency is 846 kHz, Reception as noticed in the start of this 
article is rather difficult in THS. Using R75 and 16 m horizontal 
antenna the signal is only S6 at best and can be received after 9 pm 
local time. Inside the house only loop antennas can make reception 
feasible. Outside the house only PL380 and the refurbished DE1103 can 
get better results! A short testing at 7-9 inside the house was S8 max 
on 16 hor antenna or 25/10 on the PL380 radio. 


MY verdict: 9/10. Cannibal is nearly one of the few stations with 
alternative music (in MW ) in Greece following the near-to-demise of 
ERA. One of these DJs has verified to me that there are several other 
free radio stations playing a 'norm' quite different than most MW 
pirates. Kudos and thanks to the team for helping me for writing this 
article!

Checking 
W9WL.com, and Hepburn’s channel 6 map, the nearest and most likely one 
is XET, 75 kW in Monterrey NL (which I have seen before by Es), but 
there are two other net-5s on 6 along the east coast, XHAJ, 20 kW in 
Orizaba, Veracruz and one in Chetumal QR, both of which would be very 
long shots, but proto-hurricane Karen in the Gulf could really kick up 
the DX. Notably, Hepburn’s tropo maps at 1200 Oct 4 do not show 
activity as far inland as Enid or Monterrey! But heavy along the 
coasts and further east in OK. 


On the TV-FM Skip Log, Mexican DX authority Danny Oglethorpe in 
Shreveport replies, ~* Glenn, nice catch on XET. XHAJ-6 relays XHAIJ-5, 
which is TeleVer, independent. XET does run a text ID every thirty 
minutes. The drifting time of the XET ID was about :09 and :39 on July 
30th. There is no telling about the time by now’*. Lots of great info 
at his site: http://tvdxtips.com/index.html 


So that rules out Orizaba; rechecking W9WI.com it does show it as a 
Televisa 5 relayer:

Jockeying the rotor, it does seem to peak from the direxion of 
Monterrey (somewhat west of south) rather than the others, south or 
eastish. Before 1500 UT I have the ATS-909 tuned to 87.75 (whip only 
but picking up bounces from the nearby TV antenna), and I can hear 


Spanish audio while the video on the TV is not strong enough to pass 
the audio. That fades in a few minutes. Of course, there's no local ID 
audio, and any video ID would not be legible. Frame bar still visible 
at 1510, then gone. 


Then from the W9WI.com listings, I check the other Monterrey channels: 
analog on 2, 4, 7, 10, 12, 22, 28, 47, 53; DTV on 23, 25, 31, 39, 44?, 
47, 48, 50. Many of those are blocked here of course, but nothing 
showing on the ones which are not. I do see some frame bars on other 
VHF channels, but always suspect those of being local cable radiation. 
Normally one would expect (much) stronger tropo signals from the same 
area on hi-VHF and even UHF, than on lo-VHF channels. 


The city-to-city distance calculator shows Monterrey to Enid as 
1215.79 km = 755.45 statute miles = 656.47 nautical miles. 


1214.37 km is the more refined great circle distance calculation from 
XET transmitter site at 25-37-52N, 100-14-03W, to Enid, bearing 10 
degrees (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1690, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


That must have been fun to get low band tropo from Mexico. I had a 
couple of stations on UHF (very weak) from northern Mexico, but my 
tropo international reception favorite was the day in August 1995 when 
I had UHF tropo from western Ontario. CMFT-69 from London, Ontario 
was extremely strong and I got some photos. Without looking it up the 
most distant was CITY-47 (I hope I have the right call letters, 
channel number). In 32 years working at KTWU this was the only day I 
called in sick when I wasn't. Congratulations on XET-6 (Dave Pomeroy, 
Topeka KS, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Following yesterday's terrific catch, if I do say so myself, of XET-TV 
channel 6 in Monterrey NL via a tropo duct around 1500 UT, I have left 
the antenna aimed that way, altho the chances of that recurring are 
minuscule, as weather patterns move on. 


Now however, a likely source of this analog Spanish via meteor scatter 
on channel 4 is another Regiomontanan, 100 kW (visual) XHWX in 


Monterrey, as ~750 miles is an ideal distance for MS if not for 
lowband tropo; however, there is one other full-power in the area, 
XELN in TorreUn, Coahuila. These could be from either or both.

6925-USB, Oct 8 at 0054, even stronger rock music than 6935; cuts off 
at 0056* but it’s just a pause with no modulation as synthetic voice 


comes on with ID sounding like *‘Al-Tee-Oh Radio’*, then string of 
greeting to HF Underground, various individuals ending with Andrew 
Yoder, then same announcement repeated, and °°73s for now, until next 
time’* ending at 0057. Lots of logs at hfunderground.com agree it’s 
LTO Radio. 


6925-AM, rock music at 0127 Oct 8. Slightly on the lo side of 6925. 
Still at final check 0143. HFUnderground logs say this is MAC 
Shortwave. 


Meanwhile, I am paying more attention to Radio YHWH on 9775; below 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1690, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*x*x NORTH AMERICA. 6950.7, Oct 9 at 0046 music with heavy het from 
stronger pirate closer to 6950. John Poet had notified his mailing 
list at 0018 that The Crystal Ship was being relayed on 6950. Like 24 
hours earlier when it was also on this off-frequency. 


First I made sure the other 6950 station was not local fifth harmonic 
of 1390 KCRC; this is on 6950.3 or so, and at 0052 IDs as Radio Jamba 
International, first by M voice, then W. Still clashing at 0101 and 
0118. 


During this porch session with DX-398, 0045-0120 Oct 9, I did not hear 
any other pirates; too bad the active ones were both in AM and not 
quite the same frequency. But there were several SSB Spanish 
**pescadores'* around 6920-LSB, 6925, 6960 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xk NORTH AMERICA [non?]. 9775-AM, I finally catch the strange pirate 

Radio YHWH, which was first reported by Dan Sheedy on 6010 and 5990, 

and by Bob Larose on 9775, both listening in S California. Bob had it 
UT Sept 28 during this same hour. I'm usually checking this area for 

Turkey spurs, etc., but never found it till: 


Now, Oct 8 at 0105 there's a poor signal in English with ID as Radio 
YHWH, and long monolog/sermon. He's badly squeezed between two 
stronger signals splashing about equally, Turkey in Spanish from 9770, 
and VOA in English from 9780 Sri Lanka, so there's no advantage to 
listening in USB or LSB. At 0109 also brief QRM from modulation spike 
spurs, which I expect to be ex WWV 10000 except that fundamental is 
not very strong tonite; maybe from 9860 WHRI supersignal. The 9775 
carrier is steady and almost on-frequency compared to neighbors; well- 
modulated, it just needs to be stronger.

0121 still about sacrificing; refers to an ISBN number. 9775 signal 
almost fades out but occasionally peaks better, such as 0130 and 0131. 


0136 
carrier off and right back on. 0139 asserts there will be no second- 
coming, nor 1,000-year reign. Apparently views obsession with Jesus as 
an obstacle to direct contact with Yahweh (God). 0140, **Thanks for 
listening to Radio Station YHWH --- I have another show on the Jewish 
viewpoint on the coming of the Messiah’*, refers to a book © 1981. 
Still going past 0145 when I tune-out. 


Googling on Radio YHWH or Yahweh gets a number of hits, apparently 
mostly podcasts but nothing linked to 9775. Maybe some of them are 
being played on this frequency. 


This of course reminds us of the licensed but long-dormant WMLK, 
Assemblies of Yahweh in Pennsylvania, which is supposedly working on 
getting a 250 kW transmitter and antenna operational, always 
registered on 9265 and 9955. But this speaker is not its late EJOM. 


Strangely enough, searching HFUnderground.com on YHWH and Yahweh gets 
zero hits. Guess they haven't been reading DXLD (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1690, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


9775, Oct 9 at 0045 nothing but a JBA carrier nor anything plus/minus 
5; further chex including 0106 still lack Radio YHWH as heard 24 hours 
earlier, and the ACI are greatly attenuated by the CME which hit at 
2015 Oct 8: 9780 VOA Sri Lanka poor with flutter, and 9770 Turkey very 
poor.

The antenna and transmitter are located in Erdal on Ask’ y near Bergen. 
On 1314 MW running about 80 watts with a 15 metres compact antenna of 
the Tj stholm/Comrod type, originally used on a ship. For 5895, 
running about 50 watts with an inverted Y-antenna adjusted for the 49 
metre band. Future test broadcasts usually on Tu/We and Th at sunrise 
Tu/We and sunset Th on MW/SW. Some days SW may be run all day until 
around 2100*. Dual IDs may be expected.

18 is still in solid at 
1445 UT. 


RF 22, KAUZ-HD 6-1; did not get any subchannels checked (CBS) 
RF 28, KFDX-DT 3-1; no subchannels; still in at 1514 UT (NBC) 


RF 15, surprised to see an 18-1 KIJTL-DT PSIP-only ID, as it must have 
overcome KTBO briefly, with antenna away from OKC; KTBO is 700 kW, 
KITL 1000 kW from Wichita Falls. 


RF 15, shortly after the above, I also see a DTV 15-1 label, but only 
a ‘bad’ signal. There are a surprising number of **15s on 15°° in 
W9WLI.com around here: low powers in Salina KS, Springfield MO, Houston 
TX, Laredo TX (15 kW KLMV-LD, on the way to Monterrey?), but I suspect 
it’s 31 kW KXVA in Abilene TX.

RF 31 & weaker RF 32 intercity relay, Enid’s only TV 
station, KXOK-LD continues to be all SNAFU'd with its two subchannels: 
Oct 8 at 1413 past 1520 UT, 31-2 M - FOX PSIP, so supposed to be 
Mundo-Fox, is just color bars, seven of them top to bottom --- which 
hardly any TV station broadcasts intentionally any more, and silent 
sound. 31-3 is still labeled Azteca but is black and mute. You never 
know when one or the other of these will axually present the 
programming. Meanwhile main channel 31-1 continues with TV-OK on RTV 
network. BTW, the color bars on 31-2 can have aspect ratio changed, 
while 31-1 and 31-3 are stuck at full-screen only, why?

BY ALAN PENNINGTON [excerpt] 


With the recent news that the Voice of Russia plans to stop its 
shortwave broadcasts, Mike Barraclough dedicated the first half of the 
meeting to a look back at the stationis history with a miscellany of 
recordings and ephemera from the Voice of Russia and before that, 
Radio Moscow. The stationis website says incorrectly that it started 
in 1929 as Radio Moscow, when in fact it was iRadio Centre Moscowi at 
first. One card passed around was this QSL card (left) dating from 
1937. 


Mike also bought along a selection of his own QSL cards verifying 
various transmitter sites in the then Soviet Union, dating back to the 
days when verifying new sites meant extra points on the QSL ladders in 
club magazines! We heard about the role of Radio Moscow during the 
Cuban Missile Crisis in 1962. The station was chosen to broadcast the 
message from Soviet leader Khrushchev and Defence Minister Malinovsky 
which effectively ended the crisis. It was broadcast as they were 
writing it, such was its urgency. It included the crucial sentence 
that said the Soviets would dismantle ithe arms which you describe as 
offensivei and crate and return them to the USSR. 


Significantly they chose to broadcast this message via Radio Moscow, 
rather than @éphone the US President direct. A number of extracts of 
Russian commentaries from the North American service of Radio Moscow 
were released on a vinyl LP in 1961 entitled iRadio Moscow and the 
Western Hemispherei and we heard some of these. Narrated by Norman 
Brokenshire, it was meant to be the first of a series of LPs, but only 
one was released. You can buy the recording from the Smithsonian 
Institute at

and also hear it if you search for the title on YouTube. 


A vinyl EP iConquest of Spacei from 1961 featured Soviet space hero 
Major Yuri Gagarin and was bad enough to be included in Kenny 
Everettis iWorldis Worst Wireless Showi broadcast on Capital Radio 194 
in London in 1977! see: http://www.chronoglide.com/wwwshome. html 


The record was actually made in England, not the USSR though (was it 
broadcast on Radio Moscow?) In May 1983, listeners to six newscasts on 
Radio Moscowis English language service were surprised to hear 
newsreader, Vladimir Danchev, refer to the Soviet troops in 


Afghanistan as iinvadersi and ioccupantsi threatening the countryis 
security. As a result, Danchev was taken off air and sent back to his 
hometown of Tashkent, where it was reported he received psychiatric 
treatment, but was then reported back on air in December 1983. 


We also heard how the reporting by Radio Moscow of West German 
teenager Mathias Rustis landing in Red Square in a Cessna light 
aircraft on May 28 1987 came under scrutiny by the authorities. 
According to one of the reporters (speaking recently) who reported on 
the incident, the embarrassment that Soviet airspace could be violated 
so easily and the speed of reporting made authorities suspect Radio 
Moscow reporters could have been part of a western plot involving 
Rust! 


Radio Station Peace and Progress (iThe Voice of Soviet Public 
Opinioni) was discussed recently on VoRis iFrom Moscow with Lovei 
programme (25 May 2013). In response to a listeneris question about 
the station, co-presenters Vasily and Natasha described it as an 
6enigmai with 6éraw propagandai, only broadcasting ihighly censored 
news and commentariesi. It was, they said, intended to trick the west 
into thinking it was an independent radio station, but in fact was a 
iKGB gimmicki. We heard the stationis interval signal and how 
Natashais mother had worked there until 1983. Hear the programme at 
http: //voiceofrussia.com/radio_broadcast/36578738/217757219/ 


Mike played a recording of Radio Moscow broadcasting to the USA on 
1040 AM in 1987! This was from a 300 kW transmitter in Cuba (every 
Sunday and alternate Saturdays) and prompted US station WYFX in 
Florida, also on 1040 kHz to complain to the FCC, who said they could 
do nothing about the interference. The new broadcast began when 
jamming of VOA broadcasts to Eastern Europe ceased. The Soviet Union 
had asked for access to a US mediumwave station in return for stopping 
the jamming of VOA fA so one in Cuba was the next best alternative. 


And finally Mike played a recent recording of Voice of Russia with 
them now IDing as iRadio VRi on air. How long have they been IDing as 
iRadio VRi?? Announcer on the recording, was VoRis youngest reporter, 
Max Gorbachev, a relative of the former Soviet leader, Mikhail? (Oct 
BDXC-UK Communication via DXLD)

In the second half of the programme, Vasily interviewed the boss of 
Radio Vos in Moscow ff a station for the blind. I tried a Google search 
of the station, but nothing came up. However right at the end of the 
programme, Vasily mentioned the website address as

He said that Radio Russia in the NE will be 
turned off where the radio station is broadcasting on shortwave and 
FM. Reduction of broadcasting will happen, according to Arkhipov, due

I wonder if they make an effort 
to synchronize, compensating for a satellite delay to FL from 
originating TX, minimizing echo which could be a lot worse between 
them than here (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


WBAP has been announcing that from Oct 21, it will be on FM, via HD2 
channel of 99.5. This digital-only replaces main analog channel on 
96.7. I suggested that they just put it on their 96.3 signal, but no 
go with that. 99.5 HD2 has been carrying // 1310 The Ticket, which 
will move to 96.7 (Mark Sills, Dallas, Oct 10 & 12, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Stations are now, per WTFDA FM database: 

96.3, KSCS Fort Worth TX 99 kW (country) 

96.7, WBAP-FM Flower Mound TX 90 kW

It's just a data burst (the "theme 
music," as Saul calls it) that contains some basic information, 
essentially "this is a test, and this is what station is sending it." 


There's also the "RMT," ox "Required Monthly Test," which is the 
longer version that includes an audio announcement. 


For the most part, the RWT is kind of useless. The station that sends 
it has to log that it was properly sent. If there are stations 
downstream that monitor the station sending the RWT, they have to log 
that they received it and decoded it. (They don't, however, have to 
rebroadcast it.) If the FCC shows up for an inspection and the EAS 
logs don't properly record that RWTs and RMTs were sent and received, 
stations can be admonished or fined --- if there's a working FCC, 
which there hasn't been for over a week now.

Some groups helping would-be low-power FM station owners prepare for 
the upcoming filing window are nervous about the government shutdown. 


One posting to a Yahoo LPFM list serve from Nexus Broadcastis Leo 
Ashcraft said he assumed the FCCis online database would still work 
during the shutdown. However as we reported, none of the commissionis 
online databases are accessible. That, in turn, affects what free 
services, like Recnet and RFree, can do, according to Ashcraft. 


Given that time is slipping away to prepare for the LPFM window, which 
was due to begin Oct. 15, Ashcraft suggests when the shutdown does 
end, his group will petition the commission to delay the opening of 


the window to give consultants more time to finalize things like 
engineering and tower agreements related to their applications. 


His company, LPFMStore.com, can still prepare fully-spaced LPFM 
applications during the shutdown with some modifications, he tells 
Radio World. 


Christian Community Broadcasters, meanwhile, says its services are 
continuing during the shutdown. CCBis John Broomall tells Radio World 
his company is still able to conduct frequency searches and prepare 
applications off-line, in preparation for when the FCCis online 
databases are working again. 


CCB is also conducting a contest to guess how many LPFM applications 
will be filed. (Remember, weire talking about filed, not actually 
granted.) The person with the closest guess will win a Raduga 
Professional Radio Automation System. In the first LPFM Window cycle 
in 2000A2001 there were 3,258 applications filed, according to 
Broomall. iAnyone interested in LPFM can enter,i according to Broomall 
(via Oct CIDX Messenger via DXLD) Broomall was once a TVDXer (gh, 
DXLD)

UNIDENTIFIED. Roger Bunney in Romsey, Hampshire observed some unusual 
FM reception on 13 August, which was a very good day for Sporadic-E 
reception spread across the FM band. But it was the 87.5; .6; .7; .8 
MHz channels that were of particular interest as very strong Arabic 
Signals were being received across them all. On 87.6 MHz a strong 
unidentified Arabic signal is present (I can't speak Arabic and few 
Arabic stations carry RDS). At 1910 BST the Arabic fades and a second 
signal is heard, this of drums, chanting/singing and was strong at 


1915. Faded at 1919, reappeared around 1925 with similar drum / 
chanting / singing and then simply faded into the noise. The 'music' 
of drums, chanting/singing was repetitive and appeared to be 
continuous at both times heard - perhaps the tunes differed but it all 
sounded the same to me! I do know Arabic music when heard. 


I wondered if any BDXC readers might have heard this or could offer 
and suggestion as to source? Signals in that Sporadic E opening were 
predominantly to the south. One suggestion is that the Arabics are 
probably single-hop whereas ‘the drums' might be double-hop that could 
in effect be sub-Sahara. 


Last year I identified three Israeli FM transmitters as luckily the 
Hebrew transmissions were on different frequencies and conferring to 
the WRTH found one of their networks with transmissions on the 
frequencies received. Equipment here is a wideband 2 element vertical 
facing south at about 30ft. Tuner is the Sony XDR-F1HD imported from 
the USA a few years back; I think there is a later version of this 
tuner. Performance is excellent, imagine receiving weak signals on 
88.4 MHz with BBC Rowridge Radio 2 at several hundred kW on 88.5 MHz 
as our local. 


Backtracking to the 87.6 MHz African type music, drums, chanting I 
checked the 87.6 slot and clearly this is not a popular frequency. 
There are two Algerian transmitters on it and a single Egyptian. Going 
further south of the Sahara, I worked my way across the continent from 
Sudan in the WRTH. Took ages, but eventually landed in Guinea - having 
gone all the way round up to Morocco. The Guinea Radio Rurale (RTG) 
have a transmitter at Labe on 87.6 - the only one I can find on that 
slot further south that would offer programming other than Arabic. So 
I've penned off an email to Mr. Aladji Toure who's the Tech Director 
of RTG suggesting that this might be the furthest his network has ever 
reached, could he possibly confirm what was going out 1800-1830 UT 
that night of the 13th. 


Itis a single hop into Algeria and virtually the same distance again 
down into Guinea. All the signals that night were from Iberia, Italy 
and Arabs. 


I received the below e-mail from Hugh, an old friend that is an active 
TV and FM DXer living in the Algarve [Portugal] - he had enough of 
mending TVs in mid-Devon and set up a satellite receiving business 
down in Portugal. Reception there is far better than here with 
frequent receptions from down into Africa, the Americas and Middle 
East in Band 1 and 2. However he suggested care should be taken as 
there are a couple of 86.6 [sic] MHz outlets in Morocco, in addition 
to the two in Algeria and one in Egypt. 


I have e-mailed the technical director from the Guinea broadcaster but 
as yet, and most likely, there has been no response! However African 
drums in Band 2 via Sporadic E are a little unusual! I suspect there 
will be no real answer to what was received. Certainly I didn't record 
it as FM reception here is more of an interest during SpE openings.

Exploding plasma filament! This was the cause of Aurora on October 2 
and 3, 2013. For those that missed this: 


A magnificent eruption ejected a massive cloud of solar plasma out 
away from the Sun, into interplanetary space on September 29th 
(2013/09/29). A long filament of plasma hovered above the photosphere, 
captured by the magnetism in the Sun's northern hemisphere. Then, it 
erupted in spectacular energy as seen by the Solar Dynamics 
Observatory, and by Stereo and SOHO spacecraft. This plasma eruption 
produced a stunningly beautiful coronal mass ejection (CME). 


Coronal mass ejections are often associated with solar activity such 
as solar flares, but a causal relationship has not been established. A 
coronal mass ejection is also produced when a plasma filament (or 
prominence) breaks away from the magnetic clutch of the Sun, escaping 
the gravitational pull. While many plasma ejections originate from 
active regions on the Sun's surface, suc...h as groupings of sunspots 
associated with frequent flares, any plasma formation could break 
away. Near solar maxima, the Sun produces about three CMEs every day, 
whereas near solar minima, there is about one CME every five days or 
even less frequently. 


When a CME passes Earth (not all CMEs are directed toward the Earth), 
it could cause geomagnetic disturbances, triggering aurora and causing 
disruption of shortwave radio communications. 


Although this CME was not aimed at Earth, it passed by the Earth with 
a glancing blow from the plasma cloud on October 2-3 2013. This caused 
a geomagnetic storm (minor level), which lowered the Maximum Usable 
Frequency (MUF) over many ionospheric radio-wave propagation paths on 
shortwave radio. This lowing of the MUF is often regarded as a 
degradation of shortwave radio conditions. Some aurora is also 
produced, though this event did not cause much significant aurora.

A group of international scientists, including some from Trinity 
College Dublin, have identified a missing link between storms on the 
sun and radio bursts that can damage technology on earth. 


As well as giving off light and heat that we experience on earth, the 
sun also has huge eruptions of hot gas. These explosions, known as 
solar storms, can throw billions of tons of matter travelling at 
millions of kilometres an hour towards earth. 


They also give off radio bursts that can interrupt and even damage 
communication equipment, such as satellites and mobile phone networks. 
However, the connection between such storms and the accompanying solar 
radio bursts has remained unclear until now. 


Using a range of equipment, including a radio observatory established 
at Birr Castle in Co Offaly, scientists from Ireland, England and the 
US have been monitoring these solar radio bursts. 


They have found that solar storms create huge shock waves that race 
through the solar atmosphere at millions of kilometres an hour. The 
process leads to the acceleration of electrons to huge energies, which 
then produce radio waves. 


"What we have found is fascinating - a real insight into how solar 
radio bursts are created," said Professor Gallagher, solar physicist 
at Trinity College's School of Solar Physics. 


"Using antennas at Trinity's Rosse Observatory in Birr Castle together 
with images from NASA's STEREO and Solar Dynamics Observatory 
Spacecraft, we have identified a missing link between solar storms and 
radio bursts." The results were published in the online edition of 
Nature Physics (via DXLD)

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 30 September - 06 October 
2013 


Solar activity was at low levels all week. The largest flare was a C2 
from Region 1856 (N08, L=226, class/area=Dso/80 on 04 October) at 
04/0322 UTC. Region 1857 (S08, L=228, class/area=Hsx/110 on 05 
October) produced a C1 flare at 03/2023 UTC. These were the only two 
regions with C-class activity attributed to them. A long duration C1 
flare was observed just beyond the northwest limb at approximately 
Q2/1954 UTC and was associated witha coronal mass ejection (CME). 


Another CME was associated with a filament eruption near S13E47 at 
about 02/2300 UTC. This second CME wsa judged to be potentially 
geoeffective near its periphery, but a significant disturbance was 
not expected. A Type-II radio sweep was observed later in the week 
at 05/0652 UTC. It was attributed to the eruption of a large CME 
visible in SOHO/LASCO coronagraph imagery beginning around 05/0735 
UTC emerging from beyond the east limb. Finally on 6 October at 1424 
UTC, a C1 flare was observed in a filament channel in the southwest 
quadrant. Coronal dimming was observed in SDO/AIA 193 imagery 
beginning around 1357 UTC and lasting for a few hours while 
SOHO/LASCO imagery showed an asymmetrical halo CME associated with 
this event. Initial WSA-ENLIL model output indicates that this CME 
is to arrive at Earth between 2200 UTC on 09 October and 0300 UTC on 
10 October. 


The 10 MeV proton flux at geosynchronous orbit reached event levles 
(S2) during the week in response to the filament eruption and 
subsequent CME on 29 September. The proton event began when the 10 
pfu threshold was crossed at 30/0505 UTC. The event peaked at 30/2005 
UTC when the flux reached 182 pfu, followed by a slow decline. The 
event ended at 02/0510 UTC. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit remained 
at low to moderate levels all week. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to major, and possibly 
severe, storm levels. The CME spawned by a 35 degree filament eruption 
from N15W40 on 19/2337 UTC arrived on 02/0120 UTC. Solar wind speed at 


the ACE spacecraft jumped from near 400 km/s to approximately 636 
km/s. Bt, which had been hovering near 5 nT rose to almost 32 nt over 
the next three hours. Bz plunged to almost -30 nT by 02/0425 UTC. The 
arrival of the CME was also reflected by jumps in temperature and 
density at ACE. The arrival at Earth's 

geomagnetic field quickly followed. A 72 nT sudden impulse was 
observed at the Boulder magnetometer just 38 minutes (02/0158 UTC) 
after the shock passed the ACE spacecraft. 


By 0200 UTC, the estimated planetary K-index (Kp) had reached 5, 
indicating minor storm levels. (G1, minor, on NOAA scales) Over the 
course of the next four hours, conditions would reach major storm 
levels, Kp=6. (G2, Moderate, on the NOAA scales) The high-latitude 
College, Alaska observatory reported severe storm levels (K=8). Aurora 
was visible throughout the nighttime sector as far south as Northern 
Colorado and Southern Wisconsin. Preliminary estimates from GFZ 
Potsdam suggest the planetary K index reached 7+. The disturbed 
conditions, ranging from unsettled to minor storm levels, persisted 
through the first synoptic period of October 3rd (00-03 UTC). The days 
preceding the CME and following the CME were characterized by 
extremely quiet conditions. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 07 OCTOBER-02 NOVEMBER 2013 


Solar activity is expected to be at low levels with a slight chance 
for moderate activty throughout the forecast period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels for most of the period. 
High levels are expected 11-14 October in response to a large 
recurrent coronal hole high speed stream. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled levels on 
09 and unsettled to active levels on 10 October with arrival of the 
06 October coronal mass ejection (CME). Recurrent coronal hole high 
speed streams are expected to bring unsettled to active levels on 11 
- 16 and 21 October. Predominately quiet conditions are expected for 
the remainder of the period, barring any further transient activity.
